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U.S., Canada 
Agree Castro

Kennedy and Diefenbaker con- 


cluded the survey of their two- 
day conversations with this broad 
statement of commpn aims: "To 
banish the scourge of war, to im-

id to enlarge the area of free- 


dom, to assist peoples less priv- 
ileged than our own — these are 
aims that bind' together Canada 
and the United States and which, 
with other allies and friends,1 our 
two countries will, jointly 
and 


steadfastly, pursue." 


Kennedy ended his first state 


visit on a note of warning for 
Red aggressors and of challenge 
i^e

Atlantic 
allies 
to 


strengthen the security^ of the frco 
world. He had held out those ob- 
jectives in a speech to Parliament 
Wednesday. 


In that same address he called 


for Canada to step up its contri- 
butions to the welfare of under- 
developed Latin-American nations

'~tcct reference to this appeal. It 
said Kennedy and Dietonbaker 
discussed the need for accelerat- 
ing economic progress and social 
reform as well as strengthening

These objec- 
tives are closely related, it added, 


"They were in accord that the

Diefenbaker assured Kennedy of

Ho did not contact senators 
localise he believes the bill will 
pass in the Senate, but ho was 
concerned that crippling amend- 
ments might bo added. 


"Any attempt to amend Hie bill 


is ait attempt to kill it," Ford said- 


Ford feels elimination of reli- 


gious and racial issues from tho 
bill was wise. Some congressmen 
wanted the aid lo go parochial as 
well as public schools and others 
wanted to bar grants to states 
which practice school segregation. 


The bill now pending in both 


houses docs not cover parochial 
schools and has no segregation 
prohibition. 


Ford feels it has an even chanco 


lo pass. 


"I've contacted the congressmen 


and I've urged Arkansas schoo 
people who believe in federal aid, 
as 1 have for J5 yoarsiKu work in 
support of the bill," Ford said. 


"With a minimum of 70 per cent 


of every tax dollar going lo Wash- 
ington, it is unrealistic not lo re- 
ceive some back for education," 
'Ford snid Sen. J. W. Fulbright, 
in a speech for the bill, noted that 
Arkansas docs not have a suffi- 
cient tax base to support a fully 
adequate educational program. 


'"I concur wholeheartedly wilh 


the senator's view of the fiscal 
situation in Arkansas," Ford said. 


Ford said Arkansas will gel an 


estimated $13 million a year un- 
der the bill. The 1961' legislature 
made a contingent approprintion 
so Uio Education Department can 
use the federal money if it bo- 
comes available July 1. 


The money could bo used cither 


for teachers' salaries, construction 
or both. Each stale would deter- 
mine what it wants to spend its 
money for.

householder resembling P r i m e

The cartoon probably hit the nail 
on the head. 


There is little doubt that tho 


President wants the Canadians to 
dig deeper in their pockets to

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The Ar- 


catisas Highway Department has 
asked Sen. J. W. Fulbright, D- 
Ark., to take steps to insure that 
Arkansas will be reimbursed for 
road damage resulting from con- 
struction of Titan missile bases in 
the Little Rock area. 


Highway Director F. R. Oliver 


estimated today that 300 miles of 
road will be heavily damaged be- 
fore the 18 missile launching sites 
are completed. 


Oliver asked Fulbright in a 


letter to see that Army Engineers 
and the Bureau of Public Roads 
make surveys toward getting a 
federal appropriation for repairs. 


"The Army is trying to wash its 


hands of this matter." Oliver said. 
"It wants to put settlement of road 


damage between the contractor 
and the state." 


Oliver said the Highway Depart* 


ment would never let a private 
contractor wreak such damage ort 
the roads if he were not working 
on a national defense project. 


Oliver said if would cost from 


$25,000 to $30,000 per mile to re- 
build 17 miles of Highway 36 west 
of Searcy, which he said "will be 
shot long before this project is 
finished." 


Not all of the 300 miles involved 


.„ paved and replacement costs 
in some areas would be relatively 
small. 


The Highway Department has 


been watching the missile project 
closely since it learned that some 
loads would run as high as 160,- 
000 pounds — nearly twice the 
maximum load permitted by the 
state even with a special permit. 


"Those real heavy loads are con- 


struction steel," Oliver said. "And 
none of it has moved yet. No tell- 
ing what will happen when the 
heavy loads start to move."

FHA Given 
Insurance 
Increase 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The Sen 


ate Banking Committee 
today 


voted unanimously "to increase by 
a billion dollars Federal Housing 
Administration authority to insure 
home mortages. 


Sen. 
John SparRman, D-Ala., 


said the resolution carrying the 
increase was being handled on an 
emergency 
basis because the 


FHA is about out of insurance 
authority. A pickup in home sales 
is partly responsible, he said. 


Sparkman said he would try to 


get the Senate to approve the res- 
olution Thursday and hoped for 
equally prompt action in the 
House. FHA's present insurance 
authority • ceiling is $37.5 billion. 


The committee interrupted its 


work on President-Kennedy's gen- 
eral housing 'bill to take up the 
emergency resolution. 


The $4.79 billion omnibus bill 


would remove the dollar ceiling 
altogether on FHA home mort- 
gage insurance but it is not ex- 
pected to clear Congress 
for 


several weeks. 


The banking group today ap- 


proved the key housing programs 
recommended by. Kennedy, indi- 
cating that the omnibus bill will 
be approved about as the admin- 
istration submitted it. 


These were the two most im- 


portant new provisions in the bill 
which were approved:

year, 
no-down-payment 
mort- 


gages designed to help moderate 
income families buy homes by 
cutting the monthly payment. 


Home improvement loans to run 


as high as $10,000 with a 25-year 
maximum repayment period. At 
present these are limited to $3,-

Food Sense—Not Nonsense 


Going Around But Getting Nowhert 


Like the squirrel, teen-age boys who ate overweight aie lobif 
•round in circles and getting nowhere. Unlike the squirrel, theira 
is a vicious circle. Often, these teeners eat less food than boys of 
normal weight. Yet, to avoid gaining more weight, they have to 
eat still less. The reason? They do not participate as wholehearted* 
ly in the activities of living. And the less these overweight boy«

kansas Highway Department has 
asked Sen. J. VV. Pulbright, D- 
Ark., to take steps to insure that 
Arkansas will be reimbursed for 
road damage resulting from con- 
struction of Titan missile bases in 
the Little Rock area. 


Highway Director F. R. Oliver 


estimated today that 300 miles of 
road will be heavily damaged ^be- 
fore the 18 missile launching sites 
are completed. 


Oliver askod Fulbright in a 


letter to see that Army Engineers 
and the Bureau of Public Roads 
make surveys toward getting a 
federal appropriation for repairs. 


"The Army is trying to wash its 


hands of this matter," Oliver said. 
"It wants to put settlement of roac 


damage between the contractor 
and the state." 


Oliver said the Highway Depart* 


ment would never let a private 
contractor wreak such damage on 
the roads if he were not working 
on a national defense project. 


Oliver said it would cost from 


$25,000 to $30,000 per mile to re- 
build 17 miles of Highway 36 west 
if Seorcy, which he said "will be 
shot long before this project is 
finished." 


Not all of the 300 miles involved 


is paved and replacement costs 
n some areas would be relatively 
small.

The Highway Department nas 


been watching the missile project 
closely since it learned that some 
loads would run as high as 160,- 
000 pounds - nearly twice the 
maximum load permitted by the 
state even with a special permit.
